Zeckendorf wants to build all 
the plants, stores and apart-

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker is 
to meet with a group of St. 
Louis business leaders tomor- 
row to disclose to them some 
conditions which Zeckendorf 
said would have to be met if 
he undertakes the project. 

Gorman said the local re- 
development corporation was 
organized by specialists in in- 
dustrial real estate, all of whom 
are members of the Society of 
Industrial Realtors.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17 (AP) —

Carl J. Megel of Chicago, 
head of the AFL-CIO American 
Federation of Teachers, hit 
what he termed failure of par- 
ents to give education of their 
children priority over keeping 
their automobiles and television 
sets in working order. 

Lack of interest by voters and 
misadministration, Megel said, 
have resulted in a situ- 
ation which will subjéct one 
third of the nation’s 33,000,000 
pupils this fall to overcrowding, 
double shifts or teachers with 
out teaching degrees.

Elder Statesman, Adviser 
Of Presidents, at 87, Tells 


Story of Fabulous Career 


From $5-a-Week Office Boy to Wall Street Partner at 
25, Millionaire Before 35 — Secret of Speculation: 
To Know the Facts of the Present and Understand 
What They Portend, Then Act in Time. - .

WASHINGTON, ‘Aug. 17. 


RESIDENTS and Prime Ministers have sought the advice of Bernard 
M. Baruch about what they should do in war and peace; industrialists 
and bankers have paid him millions of dollars for his judgment and help 
in financial transactions; newspaper men—publishers, editors and reporters 
—have been the beneficiary of his penetrating comment'on national and inter- 


national policies. | 

Now the public has the opportunity to 
read the personal summing up of the 
fabulous career of this living legend who 
will celebrate his eighty-seventh birthday 
Monday. That is the date of publication 
of the first of two volumes of hig memoirs, 
“Baruch, My Own Story.” (Henry Holt & 
€o., New York, 327 pages, $5.) ’ 

Several books and countless articles 
have been written about this distinguished 
American who was a $5-a-week office boy 
at 19, a millionaire at 31 and is a multi- 
millionaire today. His autobiography re- 
veals, however, that, while he is proud 
of his financial successes, he puts far 
greater importance to his governmental 
services, beginning with President Wilson 
in World War I and climaxed by his 
recommendations after World War II for 
international inspection and control of 
atomic and thermonuclear power. 


“I found public service much more 
satisfying than making money,” he writes. 


Woodrow Wilson’s ‘Dr. Facts.’ 


President Wilson’ called him “Dr. 
Facts,” because of his insistence on get- 
ting all available pertinent information 
before reaching a conclusion. , 

Baruch glories in the label of “specu- 
lator,” if his own definition of a speculator 
is - accepted. 

“IT have defined @ speculator,” he writes, 
“as a man who observes the future and 
acts before it occurs, To be able to do 
this’ successfully—and it is an ability of 
priceless value in all human affairs, in- 
cluding the making of peace and war— 
three things are necessary: 

“First, one must get the facts: of a 
situation or problem. 

“Second, one must form a judgment as 
to what those facts portend. 

“Third, one must act in time—before it 
is too late. 

“This need to act in time may point to 
the harshest single dilemma of a demo- 
cxatic society. In a democracy the will of 
the majority is supposed to govern; but 
with many crucial problems,.if action is 
delayed until the need is apparent to 
everyone, it will be too late. To be evident 
to all, a danger must be on top of us or 
out of. hand. 

“For example, my experience as chair- 
man of the War Industries Board in 
World War I taught that if inflation and 
profiteering were to be prevented in a 
second ware eiling would have to be 
imposed on prices, wages, rents and 
profits at the very start of the emergency. 
But when World War II started, both 
President Franklin Roosevelt and Con- 
gress decided to ‘wait and see.’ The 
necessary over-all ceilings were not im- 
posed for two years and then only after 
the inflationary race was on. The same 
process of wait and err was repeated with 
the Korean war. 

“If effective measures to prevent in- 
fflation had been taken at the outset of 
both these conflicts, the burden of our 
national debt would be hardly half of 
what it is now. We would not be plagued 
by many of the problems that afflict us 
today.” ° 


War and Peace Major Interest. 


Since his introduction to public service 
by. Wilson, Baruch has made war and 
peace his major interest. His main con- 
cern has been to prevent war but he has 
devoted equal attention to studies of what 


in July, 1950, before the Senate Banking 
Committee on what legislation the Truman 
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pay the highest compliments to Baruch 
and his judgment, but his documented 
warning was ignored. Adequate legislation 
was not enacted and, as a result, the 
country saw prices spiral during the last 
six months of 1950 at a rate equal to 
the beginnings of World Wars I and II. 
Much of the present day “creeping in- 
flation” can be attributed to the failure 
to act on Baruch’s advice to the com- 
mittee. 

In, the off-the-record part of the 1926 
interview, Baruch told the Post-Dispatch, 
“It’s been charged that I made a lot of 
money out of World War I. The fact is I 
lost 35 per cent of my capital. That didn’t 
matter. I could have lost.100 percent and 
got it all back.” 

The current volume lucidly recounts 
Baruch’s meteoric rise from a small town 
to the councils of the world’s greatest 
financiers and statesmen. It is divided in 
four parts, first his childhood in Camden, 
South Carolina, where his father, a sur- 
geon in the Confederate army, had be- 
come one of the most successful physi- 
cians in the state before taking his fam- 
ily to New York City; second, his youth 
and young manhood in New York, where 
he had amassed more than $3,000,000 by 
the time he was 33 years old; third, his 
association with the big name financiers 
and Wall street operators before World 
War I which he calls “the era of un- 
restrained indiyidualism;” and fourth, his 
life at Hobcaw Barony, a 17,000-acre 
hunting and fishing estate where he and 
his friends from all walks of life, can re- 
lax in their enjoyment of his and their 
own successes. 


Second Volume Next Year. 


The final chapter, “The Years Ahead,” 
is both a summation of his years before 
his public service and a prologue of the 
second volume, scheduled for about the 
same time next year, in which he will re- 
late his experiences as the economic czar 
of World War I; his efforts to alert the 
country to the need for preparedness for 
World War II and his studies for the 
Baruch Report on Atomic Energy, which 
was adopted in 1948 by the United Na- 
tions Assembly over. strong Soviet op- 
position. If there is eventually an agree- 
ment on inspection and control of atomic 
and thermonuclear power, this report, 
many believe, will be the basis of the 
treaty. 

In this concluding chapter, he writes: 

“It has taken some time for the Amer- 
ican public to learn that there are no 
short-cuts to world peace. The task of 
preventing a third world war will engage 
us through our whole lives and the lives 


of our children.”

In what he calls “the struggle for 
peace,” he says two issues overshadow all 
others. The first is how Germany is to be 
re-united. The other, an “indispensable 
requirement,” is “a foolproof system of 
inspection and control of all forms of nu- 
clear energy, with punishment for any 
violation of the agreement.” 


To this second, he adds: “Once an 
agreement is reached, no veto power 
should be permitted to nullify it.” 


Threat of Divided Germany. 


As long as Germany remains divided, 
he writes, every nation must be on guard 
against the day when an attempt may 
be made to unite it by force. 


“Even if the threat of direct Soviet ag- 
gression could be .removed,” *he says, 
“there would still be danger that Soviet 
satellite troops might seize upon some 
pretext to overrun Germany as was done 
in Korea. Or some groups of Germans 
might use an internal ‘revolution’ or coup 
as a means of uniting Germany by force. 


“If a third world war is to be prevented 
there must he troops on the western side 
of the Iron Curtain who can hold West- 
ern Germany against such efforts. The 
troops must be in readiness for immediate 
action, not on paper.” 


As to an international atomic control 
treaty, Baruch reveals that he warned the 
late Andrei Vishinsky, then the Soviet 
representative to the U.N., that it was 
getting easier and easier to make atomic 
bombs, saying: 

“Pretty soon other countries will have 
nuclear weapons. Even your satellites 
will get them. Then what will you do?” 

He went on to say that there was an 
axiom of our western frontier that the 
Smith & Wesson revol¥Ver made all men 
equal.

Even 
if these tests were discontinued, the 
dread danger of atomic attack ‘still would 
threaten. Nor can small nations be ex- 
pected to accept any permanent freeze of 
the present situation, in which only the 
larger powers have these weapons. Unless 
they are protected against atomic attack, 
other countries will continue to search for 


the means of acquiring nuclear weapons 
of their own, and this in turn will require 
their testing of these weapons.”

to involve the United States in war in 
Indochina, to have put forward and in- 
sisted on his own views in disregard of 
the other chiefs of staff and to have used 
his frequent contacts with the President 
and the Secretaries of Defense, State and 
Treasury to get his ideas accepted. 

When a better perspective has been ob- 
tained of Radford’s recommendations and 
operations during 
his term as Chair-

credited with great 
vision and patience 
in a difficult time 
and will be recog- 
nized as even more 
influential than he 
appears to have 
been today.

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch 
before his retirement, Radford expressed 
opinions on many current military and in- 
ternational problems.

Radford expressed the view that current 
and prospective reductions in the armed 
forces will leave the military strength of 
the United States adequate for our re- 
quirements. While Mr. Eisenhower is 
President, he said, there is little danger 
that they will be reduced to a dangerous 
degree.

The two men, according to those close to 
the President, formed a great attachment 
for each gther and found that they thought 
along the same lines.

Radford has 
never hestitated to speak up in the Na- 
tional Security Council meetings when 
military advice was appropriate. 


There have been differences between 
Radford and the President, but these are 
attributed mainly, by those close to the 
President, as being due to the fact that 
Radford was maintaining the military po- 
sition as Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, while the President was thinking in 
larger terms of national interest. 


Controversies in the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff have been frequent under Radford. 
He does not consider them to be serious. 
They have tackled problems, he said, that 
have never been presented before. 
Weapons, tactics and strategy are in a 
period of rapid evolution and differences 
are bound to be wide. 

He maintains, and Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson echoes him, that such 
differences are inevitable in a democratic 
system. Radford admits that the present 
Joint Chiefs of Staff system is not perfect, 
but says that he cannot think of a better 
system for the United States. 


Power of JCS Chairman. 

Asked whether he thinks the Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the Secre- 
tary of Defense should not have more 
authority, he said that the chairman has 
all the power he needs and so does the 
Secretary of Defense. 


In testimony before the Symingtos 
hearings on air power June 71, 1956, Rad- 
ford said on the same question: 


“I think the responsibility and the au- 
thority of the chairman is greater than 
appears in the law. I have often pointed 
out to the chiefs that the more they dis- 
agree, the more power they, hand the 
chairman.”

NANCY MITFORD’S ESSAY 
on the English upper classes, which 
was published in this country as part 
of a book called “Noblesse Oblige,” 
contended that speech usage was the 
most important distinction between the 
gentry and the lower ranks.

UP TO ITS LAST FIFTY pages 
“Revolution and Roses” is one of the 
funniest novels a reader may hope to 
come across. It is in the last pages that 
the novel aspires to be another kind of 
book and echoes serious and ambitious 
books in a way that is disturbing. 


Until this portion of the novel, the 
game is played within ground-lines that 
Mr. Newby traces out beautifully, and 
beautifully remains within. They are the 
ground-lines of soulless, malicious, and 
irreverent farce. He plunges a selection 
of fairly grotesque characters into the 
events that led to King Farouk’s un- 
heroic flight that left the Egyptian stage 


- to Naguib and, more recently, Nasser. 


The action. of the novel commences 
on the morning of the military coup. 
An enterprising but amazingly inept 
British female journalist persuades two 
fellow-Britons to smuggle her ashore at 
Alexandria (she has no entrance permit); 
she no sooner sets foot on shore than 
she arouses Egyptian chivalry in Yehia, 
an Egyptian who should have eyes only 
for the palace where Farouk is hiding; 
she arouses the Greek mother-in-law of 
one of the Englishmen to the defense 
of international propriety; she tempts 
the father-in-law to endless discourse, 
for he is writing a book about inter- 
national law as based on non-Aristote- 
lian logic. 

In the course of two days, the young 
Englishwoman, Elaine Brent, further 
snarls the skein of history; she is 
arrested by the revolutionists because 
she led Yehia to dereliction of duty; 
she is forced to carry messages to 
Farouk’s castle; and, ironically, she ends 
by scooping all the more professional 
journalists because she is shipped out 
of Egypt on the same yacht that carries 
Farouk into exile. 


ALL THIS, it is clear, marks both 
the plot and dramatis personnae as 
belonging to farce. The book is stocked 
with characters who offer the minimum 
in dignity and credibility, and there is a 
series of scenes that, with great deft- 
ness, exploit the comedy and buffoonery 
of human beings at cross purposes, The 
scene of the press conference, snarled

The Uses of Conformity 


Man Rebels to Advance, Conforms to Hold What Is Precious 


It places one within the circle of society, 
whereas the eccentric by definition 
remains outside, sometimes quite use- 
less, accepting no law but his own whim. 


Non-conformity in dress, manners, or 
way of life, frequently indicates an over- 
weening desire for attention; it is ex- 
hibitionism, not originality. Sometimes 
it is inverted snobbishness—Aneurin 
Bevan showing up at the Queen's garden 
party in a bright blue suit. Socrates hit 
it off when he said to Diogenes that the 
latter’s vanity showed through the holes 
in his clothes. 


There is, however, the other side of 
the shield. Conformity should never 
become an end in itself, for then it is a 
tyrant. It must remain always a means 
to an end. 


ONE MUST ADMIT ALSO that 
certain non-conformists have made great 
contributions to society. Quite at random 
three names come to mind of outstand- 
ing non-conformists — Lindbergh, Van 
Gogh and Gandhi. 


As for Lindbergh, it was not his non- 
conformity that got him safely across 
the Atlantic, but the true originality of 
his temperament, a most unusual com- 
bination of prudence and daring. And 
one suspects from reading the books 
of Anne Morrow Lindbergh that their 
family life would have gained in serenity 
had he been more conformist. 

Van Gogh's eccentricity was not the 
result of his genius, but of a clouded 
and. tormented mind. 

Gandhi, whose very name is a syno- 
nym for non-conformity, is in a different 
category. He was non-conformist by 
calculation, in order to dramatize a prin- 
ciple; he knew more about advertising 
than all of Madison avenue. But he

eccentrics. While the loin-cloth and 
the spinning wheel were symbols of 
non-conformity, he was constantly con- 
forming to his own code, a loftier code 
than the rest of the world could decipher. 

This brings up the whole question of 
the rebel in society who is the hero of 
most of our literature, from Prometheus 
and Milton’s Satan down to the country 
priests of Georges Bernanos. The rebel 
is the pioneer, the inventor, the con- 
science of mankind, the eternal fron- 
tiersman who opens up new worlds. 
Without him society would become 
ankylosed; there would be no progress, 
no revelation. Somebody has +o break 
the old molds, strike off the chains when 
conformity has become enslavement. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
too much rebellion brings not order and 
progress, but chaos. Mankind has to 
walk a tight rope between conservation 
and destruction. 


WHO THEN IS CALLED to be 
the rebel, and who the conformist? Why, 
everybody is called upon to play first 
one role and then the other. Sometimes 
to rebel, not for the sake of being 
different, but of being better; at other 
times to conform in order to preserve 
what is precious, to identify with one’s 
group, or to facilitate a task. t 

It depends finally upon what one 
conforms to, and what is one’s motive 
for conforming; what one rebels against, 
and one’s motive for rebellion. The 
answer is deceptively simple: one must 
conform to the best that he knows— 
needs must love the highest when 
see it"—and refuse conformity to

Bias on Federal Aid ! 


Opponents Attack ‘Modern Art’ | 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


RECENT HEARINGS in Washington on a proposed Fed- | 
eral Advisory Council for the arts were not encouraging to the 
proponents of such a measure. Much of the testimony sub- 
mitted to a House of Representatives subcommittee was de- 
voted to attacks on “modern art.” The witnesses, “traditional — 
artists” themselves and presumably beyond the need of govern- 
ment subsidies, contended that the proposed council would be 
a first step toward the “socialization” of the arts. | 


What really aroused their ire, however, was the envissoned | 
possibility of the government's favor being extended exclu- 
sively to the abstractionists and the objectivists. Their fears, 
I am sure, are unwarranted. It is much more likely that any | 
contracts awarded directly by government officials would go to 
artists who were safe, sane and dull. But whatever school of | 
art was favored, the choice would be subject to criticism. And | 
as a choice would have to be made in every instanceit would 
undoubtedly be preceded by heavy pressures from every 
quarter. 


The probability of political control in any governmental art | 
program has inclined most Americans against all forms of state 
subsidy. Certainly it would be a real danger, but it can be 
avoided. One need look no farther than the City Art Museum 
of St. Louis to find an institution whose artistic integrity has 
not been affected by its use of public funds. 


THE PROPOSED FEDERAL COUNCIL would not 
be comparable, not in its beginning stages at any rate. Even 
so, it could be administered in a way that would minimize the 
possibility of its art projects being corrupted by political inter- 
ference. 


One of the safest methods would be to allow the least pos 
sible discretion to government officials, who might be respone- 
sive to pressure, in decisions requiring artistic judgment. This 
would be easier in the fieid of music than with the visual arts, 


As suggested previously in this column, the government could 
underwrite educational musical programs throughout the Union 
by granting funds to the state governments that would match — 
them dollar for dollar, This money would be used to finance — 
concerts by established symphony orchestras, or other musical 
organizations, in small communities that had no professional 
music, These concerts could easily be tied in with musical 
studies in the local schools. The benefits of such a program 
would be threefold: It would promote good music in towns and 
villages, would stimulate musical education and would help 
support professional musicians whose ranks are now being 
slowly but @teadily depleted. 


PROJECTS INVOLVING sculptors and painters would | 
require another method. Frank Thompson Jr., Congressman 
from New Jersey who has sponsored one of the bills now bee 
fore Congress, believes that the budgets for all Federal build- 
ings should include an allowance for murals and other decora- — 
tive features. Such commissions could easily become items of 
patronage if the method of awarding them were not safe: 
guarded. But there is no reason why the awards could not be 
made competitive with the competitions judged by a qualified 
board of architects and artists. Preferably the judges should 
be connected with museums and colleges. 


The mechanisms required for the use of government funds 
in art projects would not be simple, but the difficulties could 
be easily overcome if the principle were ever formally ap- 
proved. There's the rub of course. Though the government 
expends billions in industrial subsidies of various kinds, Ameri+ 
cans still nurse a puritanical bias against helping art and 
artists by this method. 


It is encouraging, therefore, to find that a few public offi | 
clals are stubbornly committed to the idea that art is an in- ‘ 
separable part of the cultural and educational process, and that | 
the Federal Government can and should promote this process

Golf's ‘Too Strenuous’ Western Amateur Tourney Opens Tomorrow — 


12 Rounds 
In 7 Days 
At Warson

A field of not quite the 
hoped-for quality but still con-| 
tain some of the country’s 
finest amateur golfers will be-

The American Cup team will 
be defending its honors against 
the British at Minneapolis, five 
days after the Western finishes 
here next Sunday. But instead 
of viewing the Western as a 
tune-up—as the British team 
regarded the Canadian Ama- 
teur this week at Winnipeg— 
the American stars generally 
declined. 

There are other factors op- 
erating, too. Mason Rudolph, of 
Clarksville, Tenn., Western 
champion and a member of the 
Cup team, is in the Army and 
has a first obligation to cur- 
rent service tournaments. A 
Similar situation holds for an- 
other Walker Cupper who usu- 
ally plays in the Western, Hill- 
man Robbins Jr. of Memphis.

ISHERMEN sometimes. tell tall tales but four St. Louis area 
F residents, who have just returned from a trip to Great Bear 
| lake in the Northwest Territories, insist they threw back any 
lake trout they caught that weighed less than 25 pounds. 


To support their statement, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. A, (Lon) 
Rowe and their daughter, Mrs. 
Charles Doris, all of Kirkwood, 
and Wayne J, Duke, 4168 Hart- 
ford street, brought back 10 
trout with an ; Ne aaa weight 
of 300 pounds 

They would have returned 
we more fish but the char- 

plane that took them ia- 
re the remote region in upper 
Canada had a load limitation. 

Rowe and Duke, who had 
been to Great Bear lake be- 
fore, thought they would easily 
take fishing honors. but the 
women fooled them. Mrs. Rowe 
caught the biggest trout—a 35- 
pounder — within 15 minutes 
after shé went out on the lake. 


“The fishing was simply fan- 
tastic.” Duke said. “We took 
the trout trolling with heavy 

tackle and by casting. It was 
nothing at all to hook fish 
weighing 18, 20 or 22 pounds.” 


Since lake trout do not live 
long after being caught, the vis- 
itors kept only those that 
weighed around 30 pounds and 
were hooked close to camp. 
These fish were quickly trans- 
ferred to a live box in the 
water near the campsite. 

Grayling a Great Fighter. 

In addition to the giant-sized 
trout, the St. Louisans also 
were successful jn taking Arc- 
tic grayling and golden brown 
trout, Duke reported. 

“When the grayling are feed- 
ing, the water actually seems 
to be churning,” he said, “With 
every cast, you get a strike. 
You don’t land them all, as 
their mouths are tender and it 
is hard to hold them on a hook.” 

The grayling which . were 
taken averaged 244 to 3 pounds 
each, although there were a few 
4-pounders. Duke said the gray- 
ling was “the fastest fresh water 
fish there is, and a terrific 
fighter.” 

Spinning tackle and fly rods 
were used for this type of fish- 
ing. The brown trout, which 
averaged 4 pounds each, were 
caught chiefly by casting with 
artificial lures. The trout were 
found in swift water.

The 
man told*them he can now get 
to his trapping area in less 
than two hours by use of an 
airplane—a trip that formerly 
took 30 days with a sled and 
dog team. 

About September, he simply 
puts his nine huskies aboard 
the plane together with other 
equipment and flies north, 
where he stays until the fol- 
lowing spring, collecting skins 
and hides of white fox, wolver- 
ine, caribou, Arctic wolf and 
bear. 

The trip had a sad note for 
Duke and Rowe. Last year, | 
when they were at Great Bear 
Lake, one of their eompanions 
was Jay B. Smith, Maplewood 
undertaker and well-known 
sportsman.

IG doings here. The travel- 
B ine tent show is in town. It 

came in early on a misty 
morning and it’s been packing 
the house every night: 


The -town kids were there to 
help set up the tent and equip- 
ment and chairs and to line up 
for their pay, not merely pros- 
aic passes but passes which 
gave them a magical “honorary 
membership” in this troupe 
with its eolor and spangles. 

Every night the curtain goes 
up at 8 o'clock and the crowds 
start coming at about 6:30. 
They come every night for sev- 
en nights; A Broadway produ- 
cer would think he had died 
and goné to that Great Box Of- 
fice in the Sky. 

The big tent looms in the 
city park at Main and Central, 
across from the Vandalia Hotel 
and the Vandalia Leader in the 
middle Ameri¢a and the 
laughter roars out each starlit 
night. The Toby show is in 
town and they love it in Van- 
dalia. 

They love it also in Hannibal, 
Unionville, Green City, Macon, 
Paris, Perry and lof$ of other 
places. It doesn’t go to the big 
cities, the tent show,. and this 
is the big cities’ Joss. DUnder- 
privileged cosmopolites who 
have never seen a tent show 
better hurry. 

Once in America there were 
hundreds of tent shows, that 
institution traditionally called 
the “rag opera.” Now. there 
are five. In Missouri-lowa- 
Illinois there is one. When 
and if Neil Schaffner retires to 
a life of quiet contemplation, a 
rather unlikely situation, there 
evidently won't be any. The folk 
theater is vanishing; many feel 
it’s in the final act, the last 
curtain ready to drop on one of 
the most fascinating facets of 
the peculiar endeavor called 
show business. 

In Vandalia, Centralia, Union- 
ville, et. al., its passing will be 
deeply mourned and the cities 
won't know what they missed. 

Defining a tent w is some- 
what difficult. Séhaffner, for 
32 years owner of the Toby and 
Susie show, recalls with a mix- 
ture of quiet restraint and teeth- 
gnashing the definition given by 
a dramatic teacher at an Ivy 
League university. He had been 
listening in astonishment as the 
teacher rattled on about the 
“thittuh.” 

“But do you have any idea 
what a tent show actually is?” 


Schafiner finally asked this 
highly ineffeciual intellectual. 
“Oh, yas, yas indeed. it’s 


simply a medicine show,” aloof- 
ly replied this worthy. 
® * - 

T is to cuss. Schaffner stood 
| on the village green here and 

cussed retroactively. He is 
not, either, entirely happy with 
some high-flown “interpreta- 
tions” of his show, expert opin- 
iohs which emanated from the 
mysterious east. 

These authorities are much 
in the position of the vastly 
educated music authority who 
asked a noted New Orleans jazz 
trumpeteer precisely what he 
was “trying to express” in his 
music. The trumpet man looked 
at him sideways, said: “Man, if 
you got to ask you ain't never 
going to know.” 

A tent show by simplest defi- 
nition is a series of plays given 
in a tent. They have nothing to 
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has no other fdentity—consid- 
ers this the highest praise which 
could be afforded a playwright. 


Neil “foby” Schaffner is a 
direct, afticulate, versatile, deep- 
ly-tanned and broad-shouldered 
man who takes pride in stating 
that he has written more plays 
than any playwright in Ameri- 
ca and has the statistics to 
prove it. He is a slam-bang 
good comedian of the red wig 
and thigh-slappef. persuasion. 
He is a producer undeterred by 
havoc of high water. He is an 
astute businessman and he 
knows show business inside out 
and backward.

HE character he portrays has 

become real to thousands. 

Teen-agers bring problems to 
Toby. Whole families greet him 
each year as an old friend. We 
were sitting by his trailer with 
him before show time. He 
didn’t have thé red wig or the 
makeup on yet, but no fewer 
than three olsters who dropped 
by for a. visit didn’t seem to no- 
tice. “Missed you last year.” 
apologized a bent old man, “In 
the hospital with a slipped disc. 
How’s it going, Toby?” 

The character Toby is a hill- 
billy from Hog Scratch, That's 
about five miles east of Hog 
Tickle. He invariably confounds 
the city slickers on stage; many 
people take this literally. 

One elderly woman who felt 
she was getting an unfair deal 
in a land inheritance pleaded 
with Toby to go to Chicago and 
take on those smart-alec law- 
yers. No amount of protests by 
the man named Schaffner (“Ma- 
dam, I'm no attorney”) satisfied 
her. Finally, however, when 
the living legend named Toby 
said he just couldn't leave the 
show, she accepted that reason, 
but regretfully. 

“You've got powers not grant- 
ed other mortals, Toby,” she 
said. “You could fix their wag- 
on, all right.” 

At the ticket window a plump 
and jovial woman marched up 
to Toby and said, “Well, that 
daughter of mine got married.” 

“Fine, fine. Did she get a 
good man?” 

“A fine boy, has a fine place 
over near Mexico, Mo.” 

“That’s wonderful, just won- 
derful.” 

Toby became Schaffner. said: 
“It happens all the time I 
think I remember that on¢, how- 
ever. Her mother was worried 
about her chances a couple, 
three years ago.” 

Schaffner was born in Fort 
Dodge, Ia.. May 24, 1892. He 
was stage struck, wrote a play 
as a kid, carried ashes in a 
theater, left high school, was a

Canadian border, He went on 
through the rather instructive 
routes of the old vaudeville cir- 
cuits, played burlesque, did 
many things. He was in the 
Army during World War I,

Movie house owners fought 
the tent show, Neil gave as good

lion things happened, all of 
which Neil is going to put in a 
book either as soon as he gets 
around to it or when his wife 
needles him into it, whichever 
comes first.

E met him the morning of 
W cvening night in Vandalia. 
His muscular arms were 
smeared and dirty and sweat 
poured off his face. A trailer 
had gotten stuck in Hannibal 
where they played the previous 
evening under auspices of the 
Lion's Club. Here, they were un- 
der the auspices of the Interna- 
tional Order of Odd Fellows. 
He was striding around get- 
ting things in order. His gen- 
eral manager, Jay Bee Flesner, 
was supervVising the town lads. 
Flesner has a weird assort- 
ment of talents.

Other troupes use his work: 
Fach year he is faced with the 
thought-provoking problem of 
creating new plays or adapting 
others—anyhow, he has to put 
on seven a year. He lives in 
Sarasota, Fla. in the Lido 
Shores area, which is not out 
of the high rent district, and 
spends much time on his cruis- 
er or in the yacht club fortify- 
ing for same.

OST swimmers who encoun- 
ter a shark merely worry 
how to escape him. A few 
brave souls, however, have @ 
wild desire to ride him bare- 
back. 


In both eases John Tassos, & 
New York advertising executive 
and authority on skin diving, 
has the answer. He is the au- 
thor of “The Underwater 
World,” a guide for sportsmen 
who want to spear fish, explore 
wrecks or merely pick up shells 
from the floor of the sea. 


How can a swimmer escape 
if he encownters a shark or bar- 
racuda near shore? 


“The chances are, if you meet 
one of these big fish near 
shore, he is well fed and merely 
curious at seeing- you,” said 
Tassos. 


“The main thing to do is to 
avoid irritating him. How do 
you keep him calm? By staying 
calm yourself. The simplest 
thing to do is keep your eyes 
on him, and swim toward shore, 
slowly and easily. 

“Remember he is in his home 
and you are the stranger and 
intruder in his house. ; 

“Above all, don’t panic. If 
you thresh the water violently. 
trying to get away, you may 
excite him and cause him to

cerns’ unwillingness to hire a 
man over 40, Ecker said: 

“I look for a man’s qualifica- 
tions, not his age.

Ecker said a good employe 
should be in harmony with the 
organization in which he is con- 
nected.

A social-minded man, Ecker, 
in investing Metropolitan’s trust 
funds, was always keenly aware 
of the great need for housing 
for those in the moderate-in- 
eome group. 

The projects he built include 
Parkchester, the “city within a 
city” in the Bronx, N.Y., com- 
pleted in 1941; Parkfairfax, m 

Alexandria, Va., completed in 
1944; Parklabrea in Los An- 
geles, and Parkmereced in San 
Francisco. Also Peter Cooper 
Village, Riverton and Stuyve- 
sant Town in New York. 

Together the projects provide 
modern, moderate-rental hous- 
ing for a combined population 
of over 100,000; equivalent to 
that of a city the size of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., or Utica, N.Y. 

Modestly, Ecker admitted this 
was quite a job but said it was 
“incidental” to the insurance 
business, his first object being 
to build up Metropolitan.

CKER is a pleasant, folksy 

man to talk to. He is about 5

CKER had only a _ grade

He 
said he is a strong believer in 
individual responsibility. 

Doing a good job and being 
faithful to Metropolitan gave 
him. his “greatest satisfaction.” 


He favors the employment of 
women in business. Of the 17,- 
000 employes in Metropolitan's 
New York office, 12,000 are 
women, 


Asked if voung people today 
have as good an opportunity to 
succeed as he had when a 
young man, he replied: 

“Yes, definitely.” 

Ecker has held numerous po- 
sitions of trust in civic matters 
and has received degrees from 
colleges and universities. He 
belongs to a number of clubs. 

In 1908 he married Henrietta 
Worral Harris, who died in 
1911. He has two children—a 
daughter, Ethel H. (Mrs. Heis- 
ler Harrington), a graduate of 
Vassar College, and his son, 
Frederic, In 1932, Ecker mar- 
ried Mrs. Edith Dally Stafford. 
She died in 1950. 

Ecker’s home is at 660 Park 
avenue, New York City. His 
hobbies include golf and fish- 
ing. He is a fine golfer for 
his age. “I shoot my age—44- 
46 for 18 holes,” he modestly 
stated, although friends said 
he does better. 

This self-made man’s life 
philosphy has remained un- 
changed over the years. “Make 
it a point to enjoy whatever 
you are doing,” he says. As he 
once put it: 

“We make our talent, ability, 
yea, genius through discipline 
and endless work.”

“If you gash yourself acci- 
dentally under water, get out 
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immediately. Blood frenzies the 
big fish.” 

Tassos regards the shark as 
far more dangerous than the 
barracuda. 

“Lifeguards on the Florida 
beaches every day see inquisi- 
tive barracuda hovering a few 
yards from swimmers,” he said. 
“but I know of no authenti- 
cated case where a barracuda 
actually attacked a bather in 
those areas. 

“But any shark, even a two- 
foot one, may attack if angered. 
You can't grab even a baby one 
by the tail.”

When Mitzi met Dick Rodgers, it was agreed that 
she would screen-test for the role in Hollywood. Oscar 
Hammerstein was on his way back from Australia at 
the time and it was decided that Mitzi would sing for 
him, too, before the cameras rolled. 


. Record Screen Test 


Last December, between working on The Joker is 
Wild at Paramount and Les Girls at MGM, Mitzi 
Gaynor was screen-tested at 20th Century-Fox for the 
role of Nellie Forbush. It was one of the most expen- 
sive and secretive screen tests ever shot in Hollywood: 
It was photographed by ace cameraman Leon Shamroy 
in color and Cinemascope; it was directed by Josh 
Logan; the full 40-piece orchestra was conducted by 
Alfred Newman. Mitzi did the lead-in dialogue to and 
sang Cock-Eyed Optimist; she also sang Wonderful 
Guy. The test cost $135,000, and everyone connected 
with it was pledged to secrecy. , 

“For 10 days,” Mitzi recalls, “I died a thousand 
deaths. I heard nothing, absolutely nothing. I had seen 
the test and thought it was pretty good. But I didn’t 
know what anyone else thought. One day, while work- 
ing on Les Girls with Gene Kelly, I got a phone call 
from 20th. ‘You'll have to re-record the test songs,’ I 
was told. ‘Rodgers and Hammerstein think the tempo 
should be faster, a little brighter.’ ~ 

“I'd been practicing the songs every day, so I 
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worked hard on the phrasing and tempo and sent new 
recordings to New York. The only person I told about 
the test was my hairdresser.” 

' When Howard Reinheimer, attorney for Rodgers 
and Hammerstein came to the Coast, he phoned Mit- 
zi's husband. “How much does your wife get for a 
picture?” he asked. Bean truthfully replied, “One- 
ltundred thousand.” The attorney said, “She’s got the 


MITZI GAYNOR, a volatile, fun-loving child 
of the ballet, has been dancing since the age of 
four: in Chicago where she was born, in Detroit 
where she was raised and in Hollywood where 
she has starred in a dozen films. 

The daughter of Henry Gerber, a former 
Hungarian musical director, and Pauline Fisher, 
a dancer, Mitzi played USO shows at 12, later 
graduated to light opera. In 1949 George Jessel, 
then a producer at 20th Cenutry-Fox, watched 
her dance in The Great Waltz, and signed her 
to a contract. Jessel changed her name from 
Gerber to Gaynor on the grounds that “Gerber 
sounds like the name of a delicatessen owner.”

Zhakoy, three times a Hero of the 
Soviet Union, probably is the most 
popular man in Russia. He is a symbol 
of national unity and power and it is 
just this which may elevate him into 
the top spot, whether he wants it or not. 


He has achieved this eminénce in 
spite of all Stalin could do to break him. 
As an Army man, Zhukov apparently 
had dabbled little in politics. He was 
born in 1896, in Central Russia, and 
was drafted into the Czar’s army in 
World War I. He joined the Bolshevik 
Revolution in 1918 and served as cav- 
alry commander. 

During the 1920s and 1930s, he 
studied mechanized warfare and logis- 
tics, became Russia’s foremost tank 


expert, and turned up in Spain as ad- 
viser to the Loyalists, in the bitter bor- 
der war in Outer Mongolia, and in the 
war with Finland. When Hitler in- 
vaded Russia, he was chief of the gen- 
eral staff. His job was: save Russia. 

Zhukov did. He directed the overall 
planning of defense of Moscow and 
Leningrad and the decisive victory at 
Stalingrad. Stalin promoted him to 
marshall in 1943, put him in full 
charge of the army, and Zhukov led his

So fast did he fall that a bust of 
Zhukov, ready to be erected at his birth- 
place, was put back in storage. When I 
saw the Soviet movie, The Fall of 
Berlin, in Leipzig, I noticed it did not 
mention Zhukov at all. Its leading hero 
was Stalin. 

After Stalin’s death, Zhukov came 
back to'-Mescow. He is believed to have 
had a hand in the execution of Beria in 
1953. But-Khrushchev, who was polit- 
ical leader at Stalingrad when Zhukov 
commanded the military, was his real 
patron. 

As an ambitious Russian, Zhukov 
naturally had been a Communist party 
member since 1919. But he never had 
risen high in party councils. In 1955, 
Zhukov was named to the party's Cen- 
tral Committee and as an alternate 
member of the 1ll-man Presidium. 
When Marshal Nikolai Bulganin be- 
came premier, Zhukov succeeded him 
as defense minister. 

Zhukov repaid that debt last month. 
Molotov, Malenkov and Kaganovich 
had rounded up a majority of the Presi- 
dium to oust Khrushchev. But Khrush- 
chev appealed to the Central 
Committee, and Zhukov made one of 
his few political speeches. He made it 
clear the Army would back Khrushchev 
—— even intervene to keep him in 
power, if necessary. _ 

Today, Zhukov is a full member of 
the Presidium. There have been reports 
that Premier Bulganin wavered in his 
support of Khrushchev during the re- 
cent showdown, and that Zhukov may 
succeed him; I think, and so do other 
observers, that this living symbol of 
Mother Russia’s strength may be 
pushed into a higher spot. 

In the meantime, as these exclusive 


the marshal escorted Eisenhower 
through Russia in 1945, he promised 
to visit the U.S. someday. 

Against this background, President 
Eisenhower suggested at .a White 
House news confere.ice last month that 
a Zhukov visit to meet with Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson might 
“serve a useful purpose.” 

It is generally agreed that Zhukov 
is less doctrinaire toward the West and 
that he will be a restraining influence 
on the Government. His presence in- 
spires confidence —in the Russian 
masses who know him as a war hero, 
to Khrushchev who recognizes a strong 
right bower. 

Whether as the Kremlin’s top man, 
or as a comanding figure in the wings, 
the ruthless-yet-amiable peasant turned 
soldier is believed to place Mother 
Russia first, the Communist Party 
second. If he ever comes to total power, 
he should be an easier man for Ameri- 
cans to deal with. .

Recently, a young auto mechanic walked into 


a bank in Atlanta and asked for a $500 loan. 


He was married, the father of two children 
and made about $4,500 a year, he said. After 
providing more facts about himself, he was 
told his application would be acted on 
promptly. The next day the loan was granted. 

A dapper $12,000-a-year sales executive 
requested a $500 loan about the same time. 
Despite his higher earnings (he had only a 
wife dependent upon him), he could not be 
granted a loan simply on his signature. Rea- 
son: his living expenses and installment ob- 
ligations were out of line with his income. 

Why did the bank approve the first loan 
and reject the second? 

For the most part such decisions take into 
account 1) whether the loan is for a worthy 
purpose; 2) the source, size and stability of 
your income; 3) your reputation for meeting 
financial obligations, and 4) the amount of 


’ your other debts. 


In addition, banks apply various yardsticks 
to loan applications. Most common: your 
total obligations, including payments on the 
new loan, should not exceed 20 to 30 per 
cent of your annual income. Many banks feel 
that your installment payments may not ex- 
ceed one third of your income after the nece# 
sities of living (food, shelter and utilities)

yourself the same questions before taking on 
a new financial obligation. If your applica- 
tion is refused, instead of feeling bitter, you 
can profit from the experience by. reviewing 
carefully — with the bank’s help — your 
financial situation. 

If you are adjudged a good credit risk, your 
bank probably will give you a personal loan 
without requiring collateral or a co-signer (in 
other words, you will get the loan simply on 
your own signature ). 

Bank people are aware that most of us 
must borrow occasionally to meet emergen- 
cies.

Varied Savings Plans 


What about savings? Today's banks have 
taken on so many diversified services they're 
deseribed as “financial department stores.” 
But their traditional function as a savings 
repository is still as important as ever. 

If you find it hard to save (and who 
doesn’t?) your bank can make it easier. One 
way is through “special purpose accounts.” 
which enable you to build savings slowly but 
surely for vacations, Christmas,-a newborn 
infant, a down-payment for a new home, a 
child’s education. : : 

Some banks help you build a savings ac- 
count on the installment plan. Here, the ob-

Nearly everyone should have a will. Many 
so should have trust arrangements for the 
ndling of their estates.

honor drafts drawn against it. Some banks 
have travel departments, too, which are set 
up to help plan your trip and make necessary 
reservations for you. 

A final word: your own bank welcomes 
the opportunity to counsel you. Don’t feel 
concerned about being a “small customer” — 
if that’s how you happen to think of yourself. 
Dealing with “small customers,” thousands 
of them, is a bank's bread and butter. What's 
more, the small customer today may become 
a big one tomorrow. It happens — over and 
over again. °

rookie league was organized here this sum- 
mer, with six teams: Wytheville (owned 
by the St. Louis Cardinals); Salem, Va. (Pi- 
rates); Bluefield, West Va. (Dodgers); 


‘Pulaski, Va. (Cubs); Johnson City, Tenn. 


(Phillies); and Kingsport, Tenn. (Orioles). 
What makes the -rookie league different 
from an ordinary minor league team is: 1) 
it runs only from June to September; and 
2) it’s open only to boys with little or no 

professional 


experience. 

The 6-foot, 180-Ib. Hoth (rhymes with 
both) is more-or-less a typical rookie 
leaguer. A school-boy sensation in Melvin- 
dale, Mich., Dick was signed by the Car- 
dinals at a tryout camp and sent this past 
May to the Class D Decatur, Ill., farm club. 
Though Class D is the lowest minor league, 
Dick couldn't break into the lineup. 

“That's what usually happens when a 
boy joins a Class D club after the season 
has started,” says Wally Shannon, Cardinal 
farm club director. “The boys on the club, 
having played more, are much sharper. 
And since a Class D manager fights as hard © 
for a pennant as Casey Stengel, he plays 
his best men, leaving as many green rook- 
ies as possible on the bench.” 

But the boy on the bench is in trouble, 
says Shannon. “If he has talent, he can’t 
improve, since he doesn’t play. And if he 
doesn’t have talent, nobody finds out about 
it until maybe two or three seasons have 
been passed.” Result: He’s wasted time that 
would have better been spent in college or a 


career. 

In the rookie leagues, everybody gets to 
play, stresses Shannon. “We're not inter- 
ested in pennants. We want to take a look 
at every boy, watching him against boys his 
own age and experience. That way we can 


decide whether he’s got enough ability to — 


make it worthwhile for him to stay in 
baseball.” = 
With some 30 other boys — mostly 


Cardinal scouts: ex-big league pitchers 
Johnny Grodzicki and Mike Ryba. 

From the start, manager Grodzicki’s big- 
gest headache was getting the boys to realize 
pro baseball is a serious business. “You still 
think you're playing high-school ball,” he 
exploded when a pitcher smiled after giving 
up a homer. “When a batter gets a hit off 
you, he’s taking money right out of your 
pocket. Get mad out there!” 

But even dead-serious Dick has trouble 
getting mad. “I was a lot more nervous be- 
fore high-school games,” he says. .“Then 
your parents and buddies were watching; 
you felt you had to be good. Here you're 
less tense because nobody in the stands 


the season is over, promises Grodzicki. 
“They think now they have their jobs sewed 
up, because they signed contracts. But by 
September I'll have fired at least 12 boys. 
Then they'll begin to realize this is a cut- 
throat business.” 


It saddens Grodzicki, an amiable, easy- 


going man, to fire a boy. “I never tell them 
that they're fired,” he says. “I just say I 
think you ought to quit.’” 

They're better off finding out quickly, he

At school he likes mathematics, natural 
science and mechanical drawing best. He 
also has a passion for popular music. (He 
once took piano lessons but gave it up be- 
cause “I didn’t have time for baseball.” ) 
He has a record collection worth close to 
$300, last Christmas bought a hi-fi set for 
his girl friend, Anne Marie Romaine, 19, 
of Melvindale. 

Down here homesickness gnawed at him 
for awhile but “after a week or so I started 
to make friends. Now I dread going back 
to work in September.” : 

By most standards, Dick would seem to 
be working pretty hard right now. Since all 
games are at night (except on Sundays), he 
rarely gets to bed before 1 in the morning. 
He’s usually up by 8 (“sleeping makes me 
logey”). After breakfast in a restaurant 
near his rooming house (he shares a room 
with another player, pays $5 a week), he 
usually walks around town, window shop- 
ping, chatting with townspeople, admiring 
pretty girls. After lunch he might see a 
movie, reports to the ball park by 5 p.m. 

If the game is out of town, however, he’s 
got to report by 2, since the average distance 
between towns in the league calls for a 
three-hour bus ride. | 


Comic Beoks and insults 


It's usually a ride to remember. The 
Wytheville Cardinals travel in an ancient, 


wheezy bus that can barely chug up the — 


steep Appalachian slopes at 5 m.p.h. On 
one trip the driver had to stop every 30 
miles to fill the leaky radiator with water. 

But the players enjoy all this with teen- 
age high spirits. As the bus, gasps uphill, 
someone in front inevitably cries: “Stop 
draggin’ your feet back there.” They fire 
insults incessantly, pore over comic books, 
squirt water pistols, imitate popular record- 
ings. (On one trip a quartet droned “Sh- 
boom, Sh-boom, da-da-da-da-da-da-da, 
HAH!” for 10 minutes before the suffering 
Grodzicki finally silenced them.) 

On the way home, the bus is quieter. 
Exhausted by the ride, the game and the 
talking about it afterwards, the boys crum- 
ple up in the concrete-hard seats, sleep 
fitfully. Looking at them after a recent trip, 
Grodzicki said: “After a summer of this 
bus, nothing will bother them.” 

They play a game every day, with no days 
off. Most are paid between $65 and $70 a 
week (though a few, like Dick, get more). 
They pay their own expenses in Wytheville; 
out of town they get $1.50 expense money. 

Luring them on is the promise of a lot 
more money, a lot more glory. Whether 
they make it or not, says Grodzicki, “after 
this summer they'll know how they rate in 
baseball ability with boys of the same age 
and experience. 

“That's something,” he adds, “that’s 
bound to help anybody — in baseball or 
anywhere else,” .

Not new coats, but old, used ones, which the store adver- 
tised as “vintage raccoon coats, battle-scarred and in a

All were priced at $25. Like cobwebs on a bottle of 
vintage wine, torn pelts, holes and ripped linings only 
added to a garment's prestige. Customers were not dis- 
mayed when they tried on a coat and their arm went 
through a hole instead of a sleeve, or when they looked 
down and saw a hunk of fur hanging to the floor. 

Almost all the raccoon coats were from the 1920s, 
when it was the chic winter garment of college students. 
Products of the prohibition era, many coats had special 


For the department store, the sale turned into an un- 
expected promotion coup. They knew that the old raccoon 
coat was having a vogueish renaissance among certain 
small groups, but they did not expect to be swamped by 
so large a number and variety of customers. Not only 
women from college to matron age, but several men as 
well, rushed the coat racks as soon as the store opened. 
More than 400 coats were reported sold the first day. 

Interest in the old raccoon coat is still greatest among 
college students, but the fad is spreading to sports car 
enthusiasts, fashion models, “old grads” who want to wear 
them to alma mater football games, suburbanites who 
consider them smart for parties and exurbanites who con- 
sider them practical for country weekends.

high - fidelity equipment is be- 
ing used to restore a time - honored 
method of teaching languages at 
the Mother of Good Counsel Semi- 
nary, near Warrenton, Missouri. 

Operating on the premise that 
a language is best learned by hear- 
ing and speaking, the Passionist 
Fathers at the seminary have as- 
sembled supplementary Latin les- 
sons on a master tape, which stu- 
dents record on individual machines 
for later study by playback. 

The method is not intended to 
replace classroom teaching, but 
rather to keep the student in con- 
tact with foreign language sounds, 
intonations and rhythms—a system 
of oral teaching that predominated 
until several hundred years ago. 
Already, the number of classroom 
a lessons in the seminary’s 

tin course has been reduced from 
more than 40 to 10 by adding sound 
to a student's study period. 

The system also allows record- 
ing of educational programs, phono- 
graph records and a student's own 
voice, the last for comparison 
against pronunciation on a master 
tape.
